and their dinner in the evening. 


>. The use of hogs' lard or drip- 


ping, Instead of butter. Is authorized 
In preparing permitted food. 


6. Persons exempt from tie obli- 


gation of frst!tg are fne to take 
meat more than once on those days 
when tU use Is granted by dinpen- 
satlon.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.— Statistic* 


made public recently by the federal 
council of the churches of Christ in 
America show the religions bodies of 
the United States have no cause to 
tie discouraged over the results of 
the year 1914. 
The new communi- 


cants or members added made good 
all the losses by death, expulsion or 
withdrawal, and left a surplus of near- 
y three-quarters (ot a million. 


That is, the total membership Is 
63,078 greater than it was in 1913. 
This is an average increase of two per 
per cent, for all bodies great or small, 
Christian and non-chrlstian. 
Tables 


rrepared by Dr. H. K. Carroll, and 
ssued by the council show in detail 
he gains and losses of the year. 


The grand total of members is now 


38,708,149. All the larger denomina- 
tions share in the increase. Baptists 
gained 
122,125; 
Eastern 
Orthodox 


churches, 36,500; the Roman Catholic 
church, 136,850; the Lutherans, 56,248; 
the Gorman Evangelical Synod, repre- 
senting the state church of Prussia, 
29,315; the Methodists, 231,460; the 
Presbyterians, 56,019; the Protestant 
Episcopal church, 28,641. 


The Protestant Episcopal church 


has crossed the million line, having 
gained 86,468 since 1910, and over 
300,000 since 1900. 


The Roman Catholic church has 


gained nearly a million and a quarter 
since 1910, and more than five and a 
millions since 1900. 


The Methodist Episcopal' church, 


the second largest denomination, gain- 
ed 187,487 in 1914, and nearly 700,000 
half millions since 1900. 


The thirty churches, constituting 


the federal council of the churches ol 
Christ In America, report nearly 17,- 
500,000 members, somewhat less than 
half of the aggregate for all denomi- 
nations, with 103,000 ministers and 
nearly 139,000 churches These bodies 
have a net increase of over 600,000 
members, or more than two-thirds of 
the entire increase of all bodies. 


There are nine denominations which 


have a million and upward — the Ro- 
man Catholic. 13.794,037, the Method 
1st Episcopal, 3,603,265; the Southern 
Baptist, 2,592,217; the National Bap- 
tist (colored) 2,018,868; the Metho- 
dist Episcopal, South, 2,005,707; the 
Presbyterian, Northern, 1,442,498; the 
Disciples of Christ, 1,363,163; 
the 


Northern Baptist convention, 1.23S,- 
333 and the Protestant 
Episcopal, 


1,015,238. Those seven denominations 
aggregate over 29,000,000 members, or 
more than three-fourths of the entire 
aggregate of the 170 religious bodies 


The effects on church membership 


of the European war in narrowing the 
stream of immigration were probably 
quite small, as only the last five 
months of the year were involved. 
The emigration of men to take part 
in the great conflict would not be a 
very large factor for the same reason. 
The German bodies—Lutheran, Re- 
formed, and the representative of the 
Prussian state church, all showw un- 
usual gains for 1914. 


The total increase of ministers was 


3,212, which is unusually large, while 
the total increase of churches was 
1,441, which is unusually small.
